Report of Superintendent. 


To THE BOARD OF EDUCATION: 


Gentlemen:—I present herewith my twelfth annual re- 
port of the schools of the City of Plainfield, covering the 
school year of 1903-4. It is chiefly a report of general prog- 
ress. The teachers have worked faithfully, the pupils have 
responded in good spirit, and the material equipment has been 
kept in good condition. Nothing spectacular has been at- 
tempted, but good, steady, effective work has been done day 
by day, under wholesome and happy conditions.

There was an increase of one hundred and seventy in the 
enrollment. This has added still further to the pressure from 
over-crowding due to the lack of accommodations which has 
resulted from the delay in building the new High School, 
which the uncertain status of our School Law has caused. 
We used during the year ten rented rooms and also had eight 
classes on half time. 

At the Commencement in June, the High School gradu- 
ated forty-five students, the largest class in its history. 
Seventeen of these graduates expect to take courses in higher 
schools and colleges. The school now has over sixty of its 
graduates taking courses in the following higher institutions: 
Annapolis, Barnard, Brown, Cornell, Columbia, College of 
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Physicians and Surgeons, Harvard, Mt. Holyoke, New York 
University, Oberlin, Pratt, Princeton, Rutgers, Smith, 
Stevens, School of Ethical Culture, Teachers’ College, Tren- 
ton Normal, Toronto University, Union Theological Semi- 
nary, University of Cincinnati, Vassar, Wellesley, Wesleyan, 
Williams. The course of study has been slightly revised to 
give more complete lines of work in History and in German. 
We now have a course in History running through the four. 
years of the High School, while the German has been extend- 
ed to cover three years, so that pupils desiring to attend the 
colleges or scientific schools may present full courses in either 
German or French, as they may prefer, and those not going to 
college may take either language long enough to get a good 
working knowledge of it. Athletics and the Cadet Corps 
have been still further organized and improved and both have 
been made a part of the school work to the extent of giving 
credit to pupils who do a specified amount of work in either 
line. In common with many other students of education, I 
believe that school athletics properly supervised and fostered 
may be made a strong power for good in the education of our 
young people. They will have amusements. It is right and 
cesirable that they should have, and it is the part of the wise 
parent and the thoughtful teacher to use his influence to see 
that these amusements are safe and sane and to turn them to 
good in the development of true character. I have, therefore, 
encouraged the fullest co-operation between the faculty and 
the various school organizations. This is carried out by the 
designation of one or more of the faculty to work actively 
with each of the organizations as counsellor and supporter. 
The attitude such advisers take is not that of a dictator, but 
simply that of a sympathetic counsellor of mature years, and 
the relations existing are mutually cordial and trustful. In 
the more strenuous school contests, each member of the team 
is first examined by the school medical examiner to obtain as- 
surance that there is no organic trouble that would make his 
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participation unsafe. On all occasions and in every way prac- 
ticable the highest type of sportsmanship is held up. As a 
result, our contests have been unusually safe and we believe 
that true manliness and womanliness have been greatly foster- 
ed and encouraged. 

THE NEW HIGH SCHOOL. 

The chief event of the year, the most important in our 
school history for many years, is the issue and sale of bonds 
for a new high school building. The twelve years’ effort of 
the Board, many times defeated, has at last prevailed and the 
new school is assured. It is greatly needed both for the 
proper equipment of the High School and for the relief of 
the other schools now overcrowded. Although the schools 
now in the Whittier will be transferred to the rooms in the 
Stillman vacated by the High School in the fall of 1905, it 
will probably still be necessary to maintain several classes 
in the Whittier to provide for the relief of the other schools. 
We needed new accommodations for the grades when the new 
school was asked for, three years ago. While we have been 
delayed in providing it, the schools have continued to increase, 
so that accommodations that would have sufficed then are not 
now adequate to our needs. 

SCHOOL EXHIBIT. 

In response to the invitation from the State Department, 
a full line of papers in nearly all the subjects of the course 
was prepared for the educational exhibit at St. Louis. The 
work, though prepared on short notice, was very satisfactory, 
showing many pieces that were of a high order of merit and 
also, as a whole, being in advance of any thing that our schools 
have before shown. This work was mounted on cards in 
special display cases and exhibited as a part of the State 
School Exhibit in the Education Building at St. Louis, where 
it has been seen by many of our citizens and reports of great 
appreciation have been brought back to us by them. It will 
be taken to Trenton at the end of the Fair and become a part

of the school exhibit in the State Museum. While such work 
interrupts school routine somewhat and imposes added bur- 
dens on the teachers, it has a certain compensatory value; in 
very many cases, it reveals to the pupil and his teachers a 
capacity or ability that was not previously recognized, and 
if the demand does not occur too often the incidental results 
are worth the cost. 
RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE HOME. 

It is sometimes said that the school children of to-day 
do not show the willingness and ability for independent hard 
work that those of yesterday did. In very many cases this is 
true; but it is the result of the times and conditions rather than 
caused by deficiencies in the school. The school never work- 
ed harder to develop that power than it does to-day; but there 
was never so little to develop this power outside of school as 
there is to-day. Most children of to-day have few home 
duties or none; they are not required to do unpleasant things 
or to do things that require regular and continuous labor. 
In the old times the child had much to do on the farm or 
about the house; there were tasks to perform and numberless 
ways in which he was required to do part of the work of the 
home; to-day the school is the only place where most children 
do any work. In his play even, the child of to-day does not 
have the opportunity to develop his character by working 
long and patiently for that which is far away. His kite, his 
ball, his bat, and almost everything else that appeals to his 
desire, can be bought so cheaply that it seems not worth while 
for him to make it himself; advancing civilization has cut 
off many of the old methods of recreation that required per- 
sistent labor in overcoming conditions, and has substituted 
those of a less exacting nature. 

Then, the home has less restraining influences over the 
child; he is less firmly controlled when in it; there are many 
more influences that draw him out of it, and he escapes from’ 
it at an earlier age. To the teacher who knows what it 
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means to the child’s moral and physical nature, it is at times 
almost astounding that so many otherwise intelligent parents 
will allow their boys and girls to spend so much time on the 
streets, especially at night. It is hard to express too strongly 
the harm that this one thing works in the school life of the 
child, and this is but one of the modern influences against 
which the teacher must work. The school recognizes these 
changed conditions, the less favorable environments of the 
child, and is earnestly striving to produce its own ‘good re- 
sults in spite of them, but it needs as never before the earn- 
est and intelligent co-operation of the home. 

The school is not the only educator of the child. It is 
but the co-worker with the home. No one factor in his edu- 
cation can fully do the work of another. In many cases the 
school is trying to do extra work because the home has shirk- 
ed its duties. The school holds the child but five hours a day ; 
all the rest of the time he is being educated for good or ill by 
other influences over which the school has no control. The 
school is educating the child more broadly, more deeply, and 
more truly than ever before, but there will never come a time 
when the home cannot do more than the school, if it will, 
through its control of the child in the hours when he is out 
of school. The school has to work with the child which the 
home sends and in proportion as the home has done its work 
or neglected it, is the school successful in its work. 

PHYSICAL TRAINING. 

Training the body is coming to be considered in modern 
educational plans as important as training the mind. A 
strong mind demands a strong body to do its will effectively, 
and, conversely, physical weakness prevents the highest at- 
tainment of mental power. 

We have, for several years, made some experiment in 
physical training by the employment of Miss Jackson as phys- 
ical instructor in the higher grammar grades. The reports 
received through parents and teachers and the records of the 
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physical examinations show that valuable work is being done 
in increasing the vigor and physical power of the pupils that 
come under her instruction. I believe it to be wise and de- 
sirable to bring all the schools under her supervision and di- 
rection in physical training. The new High School is plan- 
ned to contain a good gymnasium. This will make it possible 
to do the best of work with the High School pupils. 

It is sometimes asked why it is necessary to give physical 
training to a child, when he is all the time exercising as hard 
as he can in play. Such training may, possibly, be unneces- 
sary before a child begins school, but it certainly is necessary 
after that. School changes all the conditions of the child’s 
life; he must sit in one place; he cannot move all his limbs at — 
will; he is in a closed room away from sunlight and fresh 
air; his work holds him in constrained positions that prevent 
the full and free action of his bodily organs; his play time is 
very much curtailed. All these conditions militate very 
strongly against free development and vigorous growth of the 
body, increasing in power as he passes up through the grades; 
and they require the most effective physical training as a cor- 
rective. | 

The school years cover the most important period of 
physical growth and this growth centers particularly about 
the action of the heart and the lungs; but the conditions of 
school life are such as to restrict and diminish the action of 
both these organs, and in such restriction they tend to prevent 
the best physical development of the child. There is, there- 
fore, need of regular, frequent, systematic exercise under the 
direction of an expert who is able to arrange exercises that 
shall stimulate the growth and development of the heart and 
lungs most favorably. There is also a wide field of use- 
fulness in such exercises in correcting curvature of the spine 
and other physical defects which are far more common 
among children than parents know. 

Careful attention to these matters in the child may great- 
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ly increase the power and usefulness of the man, and the 
more I see of physical training under expert supervision the 
more I am convinced that it is more than justified by the add- 
ed effectiveness which it gives to the money spent in ordinary 
education, by increasing the child’s power to use the mental 
education which the school gives. 

TEACHERS SALARIES. 

At the April meeting of the Board, on recommendation 
of the Committee on Teachers, the maximum for salaries was 
raised to $650 for grade teachers, and $900 for High School 
teachers. This increase is a recognition of the worth of our 
teachers, which is more than deserved by the work they are 
doing. 

Schools like those of Plainfield require the highest grade 
of teachers. They must be women of refinement, of educa- 
tion, and of attractive personality. They must dress well in 
order not to lose the respect of many of their pupils and pa- 
trons. Teachers with such characteristics are hard to find, 
and when found must be paid salaries sufficient to support 
them in a condition that corresponds to their education and 
refinement. In order that they may do the work that we ex- 
pect of teachers, they must have a boarding place where they 
may obtain such food as is suited to their taste and such sur- 
roundings as will make life pleasant. 

Such boarding places are hard to find in Plainfield for 
prices which teachers can afford to pay from the salaries they 
receive. The expense of living is steadily increasing and 
prices are gradually being raised. If our teachers live as 
other people of similar tastes live, with the salary we now 
pay, they have but little left at the end of the year. Quite a 
number have felt compelled to board themselves under these 
conditions. 

Other cities have been raising the salaries of their teach- 
ers, which enables them to draw away our teachers. In Jersey 
City the maximum salary is $936; in Newark, $750; East 
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Orange, $725; Long Branch, $700; Passaic, $700; Bloom- 
field, $675; Montclair, $725 or more; Rutherford, $750. For- 
merly we were able to keep our teachers very well, because 
the conditions of work in Plainfield are very pleasant, but the 
increased cost of living and the increase in salaries in other 
places now make it very difficult to retain a good teacher, 
Every year we lose more or less who would like to stay in 
Plainfield, but feel compelled to accept positions elsewhere 
because of the pecuniary advantages offered. Our report to 
the State Board last year shows that 19 of our teachers had 
been in service but one year; 13, two years; and 5, three 
years: i. e., half of our teachers had been in the service of 
Plainfield only three years or less. This constant change 
makes it very difficult and well nigh impossible to keep up the 


standard of the work, and, of course, it causes much loss to’ 


the children. 

In the past ten years, living expenses have gone up 
30 per cent. or more, while the maximum salary of our 
teachers has been increased only about 9 per cent, so that they 
are practically working at from 25 per cent to 40 per cent less 


salary than the teachers were ten years ago. Public school ° 


education cannot hold its own with civilization unless the 
teacher, who is the keystone of the education, is enabled to 
keep herself in a condition to render the best service. 

The remuneration of teachers is usually overestimated 
because their pay is spoken of “by the month.” It looks large 
to wage earners to think of a woman getting $60 a month, 
but this salary really is paid only nine or ten months, yet she 
must live the whole year, and the two months that she is not 
in school are of no value to her in the matter of wage earn- 
ing. The nervous strain and the physical wear of the school 
room is such that she must use the vacation to regain her 
physical tone and vigor for the work of the coming year. 


Even if she could find work, the School Board could not | 


afford to have her do it, because it would lessen her power for 
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strong work the following Winter. To get a true estimate 
of her wages, therefore, the year’s salary should be divided 
by 313 days. When this is done, it will appear that the best 
paid grade teacher in Plainfield, who now receives $600 a 
year, is actually getting but $1.90 a day, while many of them 
receive only $1.50 a day, which is about the price that is us- 
ually paid by our housekeepers to the unskilled helper. Fur- 
thermore, the teacher in order to earn this salary, must spend 
four years in the High School and two or more years in the 
Normal School, losing all opportunity to earn money during 
these six years, and paying out hard cash in addition. 

A woman with less than a high school education may 
come out from a school for professional nurses and obtain 
$3.00 a day for her services. One of the graduates from the 
High School recently went directly from graduation into a 
typewriter office where she received at the start a salary of 
ever $600, with the prospect of an early increase to $750. Her 
starting salary is the salary which Plainfield pays teachers 
who have been in her service twenty years or more. Other 
girls who graduated from the High School earlier are receiv- 
ing in other offices $800- $900 a year, which is from 25 per 
cent to 40 per cent more than a grade teacher can obtain in 
Plainfield no matter if she has had a life time of experience. 
| From these facts it is apparent that our teachers have 
been underpaid and that the increase is a very moderate 
recognition of their value. 

Primarily the school exists for the development of char- 
acter in the child, “to zive him every possible opportunity 
and every right incentive for the acquisition of knowledge 
and power.” The most important element in this work is the 
personality of the teacher. The teacher’s own character, the 
views of life she holds, the examples she sets in her daily ad- 
ministration is the most important characteristic of a school 
system. That the Plainfield school system is so satisfactory 
in its spirit and in its results is due to the personal character 
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of its teachers. The city is fortunate in obtaining such a body 
of teachers and is justified in increasing its expenses to retain 
them, since our children reap the benefit in the character of 
the teachers that better salaries obtain. 

In conclusion, I desire again to express my appreciation 
of the cordial support and encouragement, which I have ever 
received from the Board of Education, and the loyal co-oper- 
ation that is constantly given me by principals and teachers. 
Such conditions enable one to work most happily and effect- 
ively and to give the children the fullest measure of his power 
and character.

Elective Subject 
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The Aim of the School. 


I. The High School continues the work of education 
done in the grammar school. Its course of study is arranged 
to meet the wants of all classes of pupils. The large amount 
of choice which it offers in the selection of a course of study 
and of subjects within that course is in keeping with its char- 
acter as the last step in public education. It aims primarily 
to develop and to discipline the mind, to form the character 
aright, and to introduce the pupil to the world’s treasures of 
general knowledge. 

THE SCHOOL SESSION 

2. The High School is in session on five days of the 
week, from eight-twenty to one o'clock. [Fifteen minutes of 
the school session are given to opening exercises, and fifteen 
minutes to recess. The rest of the time is divided into six 
periods, or program hours, of about forty minutes each. 

THE NORMAL AMOUNT OF WORK REQUIRED 

3. Pupils will ordinarily devote four periods daily to 
recitation in prepared studies, and one. period a week to 
music; but an equivalent study may be substituted for music. 

4. A pupil may be permitted or may be required, for 
reasons satisfactory to the parent and to the principal, to take 
less than the normal amount of work. 

5. A pupil of good health and ability may, for good rea- 
sons, be permitted to take more than the normal amount of 
work. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR ENTRANCE 

6. Pupils entering the High School will be required to 
pass examinations or present satisfactory evidence of work 
in English, English Grammar, United States History, Arith- 
metic, and Elementary Algebra. 
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REQUIREMENTS FOR PROMOTION AND GRADUATION 

7. Diplomas are granted for quantity and quality of 
work, as follows: 

(a) The amount of work represented by one period of 
prepared recitation a week, continued through thirty-eight 
weeks, counts as one point toward winning a diploma. 

Four daily periods (twenty periods a week) of prepared 
study, with one period of music a week, continued through 
the school year of thirty-eight weeks, count twenty-one points 
toward graduation. 

The diploma is awarded for eighty-four counts of work. 

(b) The quality of work is estimated on a scale A, B, 
C, D, E. E is failure. D means unsatisfactory work, and 
barely secures promotion. Pupils receiving this mark will not 
be given college entrance certificates. 

(c) Reports of standing are based on class-room work 
and examinations. 

Pupils credited with less than twenty-one, forty-two, or 
sixty-three counts will be registered respectively in the first 
year, second year or junior class. 

A pupil who fails in any study will ordinarily have op- 
portunity to take only one supplementary examination. Fail- 
ure in this may be followed by requirement to repeat the study 
in class. 

Exclusion from opportunity to take examination will fol- 
low very poor class work. 

PREPARATION FOR COLLEGE 

8. The certificate of this school is accepted at all the 
leading universities and colleges where the certificate plan is 
in force: at Cornell, New York University, Lehizh, Lafayette, 
Williams, Amherst, Brown, Wesleyan, Union, Rutgers, Vas- 
sar, Mount Holyoke, Smith, Wellesley, etc. 

g. The Classical and Latin-Scientific Courses fully meet 
all college entrance requirements for the corresponding 
courses in college. 
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Girls who are preparing for college must take one of 
these two courses. 

The best preparation for technological courses in college 
is afforded by the first two years of the Latin-Scientific 
Course and the last two years of the Modern Language 
Course. Drawing should be elected. 

Pupils preparing for normal school courses should take 
the Latin-Scientific Course, substituting history and science 
for modern Janguage, or they should take the History course. 
Drawing should be elected. 


ELECTIVE STUDIES 

10. The course of study is suggestive of definite work 
along several lines. With the approval of the principal, a 
pupil may elect to substitute in his program any study of his 
year, or of the years preceding it; but he may not elect a study 
in advance of his grade. 

It is the purpose to make the course of study as flexible 
as possible, in order to enable the principal and teachers so to 
adapt the work to the peculiar aptitudes of individual pupils 
as most effectively to promote their development; but care 
will be exercised to prevent promiscuous and _ disconnected 
study. 

a1. Drawing and physical training may be elected by 
pupils in substitution for other work in the course of study. 

Two periods of unprepared work are considered equiva- 
lent to one period of prepared study. 

12. Classes will not be organized in any study unless a 
sufficient number of pupils elect the study to warrant the for- 
mation of a class. 

13. The class in advanced mathematics will be formed 
only every other year. The class is open to both juniors and 
seniors. 

CHOOSING A PROGRAM OF STUDY 

14. Pupils must choose their programs of study for the 

following year in May of each year. Except for urgent rea- 
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sons, a change of program will not be allowed during the year. 
THE SCHOOL CALENDAR | 

For convenience in arranging the work, the school year 
is divided into two terms of nineteen weeks each. 

The year usually begins on Tuesday in the second week 
of September. 

There are holidays of about eight days at Christmas time, 
and of one week following Easter Sunday. 

The schools will usually close on the Tuesday nearest the 
eighteenth of June.
